Firſt, As to the Oath of 
Allegiance, if there was no Obligation in the 
People of England neither by natural Duty 
to any other Prince, nor Antecedent Oaths, 
to him and his Succeſſors before the time of 
the Revolution, then the Oaths to King 
William, &c, are certainly valid; but if the 
contrary were true, then according to the 
3d Hypotheſis the firſt Obligation remains 
in full Force notwithſtan the Oath. 
Again, If there was no Power in the People 
to make a King, and if there be any Acts of 
Parliament. unrepealed which declare the 
Subjeck to have no coercive Power oer the 
King; not even both Houſes of Parliament ;
